Report of the Planning Board 

The Planning Board has experienced a relatively quiet but 
productive year. The Board met in March to organize, and 
the following members were elected as officers for one year: 
Robert Proulx as Chairman, Scott Sanborn as Vice 
Chairman, and Tessa Michetti as Secretary. The other 
members included Kip Riley, Frank Giner and Robert Stone. 
Scott Sanborn was appointed to replace Henry Minasian, an 
elected member, who became the Selectmen’s 
Representative. In May, Lyell Smith was appointed to 
replace Robert Stone who resigned. 

In April, the Board updated the Orange Informational 
Directory which lists town officials, meeting times, office 
hours and other important information about the recycling 
center, curbside pickup, and building permits. A copy was 
mailed to each household in town. In May, the Board 
developed a schedule for subdivision hearing dates and 
application deadlines to be included with the application form 
for subdivisions and annexations. In preparation for 
beginning the work of updating the 2004 Master Plan, the 
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Board developed a progress report on the top six priorities 
for implementation of the 2004 Master Plan. The report 
indicated that all six top priority goals had been achieved. 

In June, the Planning Board, the Conservation 
Commission, and the Board of Selectmen all sent letters to 
the New Hampshire Division of Forest and Lands to support 
Norco Corporation’s generous gift of its 266-acre parcel to 
be added to the Mount Cardigan State Park and Forest. 
This parcel is significant in several ways. It encompasses 
the historical site of the Hoyt Hill Mica Mine which still 
contains artifacts of the old mine including remnants of the 
boom and cable system and the iron mine scoop. It has 
been identified as an important habitat for both moose and 
bear as well as deer and other wildlife. Its location will 
enhance and preserve an important wildlife corridor. The 
parcel has 1287 feet of frontage along Burnt Hill Road which 
was designated by the voters as a scenic road at the 2006 
town meeting. The gift was formally accepted by the 
Governor and Council in December. 

In September, the Board reviewed and approved, after a 
public hearing, the application for a double annexation for 
boundary line adjustments between properties owned by 
George and Alice Smith and Timothy and Judith Connelly on 
Cardigan Mountain Road. 

In January, the Board reviewed the application from Henry 
and Jeanne Minasian to erect a high speed internet antenna 
on their property on Tuttle Hill Road. After a comprehensive 
review, the Board developed a set of recommendations 
which was presented at the public hearing held by the 
Zoning Board of Adjustment on January 30, 2010.This was 
the first opportunity for the Planning Board and the Zoning 
Board of Adjustment to implement the Telecommunications 
Facility Ordinance which had been adopted by the voters in 
March, 2000. 

After nine years of dedicated service, Kip Riley is stepping 
down from the Planning Board. Kip has been a valuable 
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member who has provided leadership on several projects 
and initiatives over that period of time. She chaired the 
Natural Resources Inventory Committee that researched, 
developed and published the Natural Resources Inventory 
for Orange that identifies our water resources, forest 
resources, conservation lands, prime agricultural lands, and 
wildlife habitat. She was instrumental in establishing the 
Conservation Commission and has served as its chair since 
2006. The Commission has continued work on the NRI. Kip 
has led the initiative to encourage owners of large parcels of 
land to consider placing their land in conservation 
easements. Kip deserves our gratitude for her years of 
service to our community. 

Again, | would like to thank the members of the Planning 
Board for their dedication and commitment to our town. We 
again thank the citizens of Orange for your interest and 
support, and invite you to continue to help us preserve our 
community’s vision for the future as stated in the 2004 
Master Plan: 


“Over the next ten years, Orange should remain a 
rural residential community with a small town 
atmosphere, protecting its natural and historical 
resources, preserving its scenic beauty and rural 
character, sustaining its uncrowded and quiet living 
conditions, and maintaining those special qualities that 
make Orange a desirable place to live.”

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 2009 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of 
New Hampshire Division of Forests and Lands work 
collaboratively to reduce the risk of wildland fires in New 
Hampshire. To help us assist you, please contact your local Forest 
Fire Warden or Fire Department to determine if a permit is 
required before doing ANY outside burning. Under State law 
(RSA 227-L:17) A fire permit is required for all outside burning 
unless the ground is completely covered with snow. The New 
Hampshire Department of Environmental Services also prohibits 
the open burning of household waste. Citizens are encouraged to 
contact the local fire department or DES at 1-800-498-6868 or 
www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe open burning 
requires diligence and responsibility. Help us to protect New 
Hampshire’s forest resources. For more information contact the

Spring fire season lasted unusually short this past year, with wet 
weather beginning the third week in April and lasting virtually all 
summer long. Consequently both the number of fires and rhe 
number of acres burned were below the last five year average. 
Due to state budget constraints, the staffing of our statewide 
system of 16 fire lookout towers was limited to class III or higher 
fire danger days. Dispite the number of days staffed, our fire 
lookout towers are credited with keeping most fires small and 
saving several structures this season due to their quick and accurate 
spotting capabilities. The towers fire spotting capability was 
supplemented this year by contracted aircraft and the Civil Air 
Patrol when fire danger was especially high. Surprisingly the 
largest single fire this year occurred in late November during an 
unusual dry spell, in the northern Coos County town of Clarksville. 
This fire burned 17.1 acres and is presumed to have been caused 
by a careless hunter. Many homes in New Hampshire are located 
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in the wildland urban interface, which is the area where homes and 
flammable wildland fuels intermix. . Several of the fires during 
the 2009 season threatened structures, a constant reminder that 
forest fires burn more than just trees. Homeowners should take 
measures to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to their home. 
Precautions include keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves 
and pine needles, and maintaining adequate green space around 
your home free of flammable materials. Additional information 
and homeowner recommendations are available at 
www.firewise.org. Please help Smokey Bear, your local fire 
department and the state’s Forest Rangers by being fire wise and 
fire safe!

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AUDITOR’S REPORT 
To the Selectmen of Orange, New Hampshire 
Year Ending December 31, 2009 


We extend our thanks once again to the Town Officials for their 
cooperation and assistance in carrying out the 2009 audit. Their 
time and effort is most appreciated. We have several 
recommendations as a result of the 2009 audit. 


First and foremost, it is imperative the Selectmen develop a better 
means of balancing with the Town Treasurer on a monthly basis. 
Much time was spent during this year’s audit, both by the 
Selectmen and ourselves trying to balance the numbers out. Last 
year we recommended the Selectmen balance both the MTD and 
YTD voucher totals on the Monthly Treasurer’s report to theirs 
every month. Given the difficulties in balancing out the end of year 
totals, it is evident this has not been happening. Based on our 
calculations, the Selectmen’s numbers are still not in balance with 
the Treasurer. Because the Treasurer’s cash balance rolls forward 
from 2008 and is in balance with the Bank, we believe the error 
lies in the tracking of the voucher totals by the Selectmen. 


Our recommendation to avoid balancing errors in the future would 
be to maintain a monthly listing of all vouchers paid in a month. 
This would include all FEMA payments and all one-time 
payments. Any item the Treasurer is writing a check for should be 
included in this total. We need to be able to reconcile the total 
amount paid by voucher at the end of the year to satisfy the 
requirements of the State of NH Dept of Revenue audit. There 
were also other concerns relating to vouchers. We found some 
vouchers that were missing proper support and several that were 
missing in the sequential order. Again, maintaining a report listing 
all vouchers, including voids, would be helpful in accounting for 
the voucher numbers. For audit purposes, it would simplify the 
process if we could get a spreadsheet in electronic format with this

YTD voucher listing, noting date paid, voucher number, payee, 
budget category and amount. 


We also disagree and take opposition with the manner in which the 
Police Officer was paid for expenses for the months of August 
2009 to December 2009. The Selectmen paid a sum of $6,950 in 
December based on an estimate provided by the Police Officer. In 
our opinion there was not adequate support for paying this voucher 
and the Selectmen should not be approving five months of 
payment based such a general estimate. We sent a memo to the 
Selectmen earlier in the year of 2009 including the following 
statement based on concerns that had been brought to our attention: 
“Our recommendation as Auditors, would be to perfect a contract 
as soon as possible, specifying the terms and time frame for 
submitting expenses to the Town for reimbursement. As in the 
past, we would recommend monthly submissions. In addition, 
procedures should be established to ensure the terms of the 
contract are enforced. Delayed payment can affect the budgeting 
process for the Town, as true expenditures are not reported.” The 
Selectmen have done nothing to address this concern and therefore, 
we are recommending it again as a result of this year’s audit. 


Another recommendation we have relates to the manner in which 
the Treasurer reports 12/31 expenditures that are paid within the 
first 10 days of the new fiscal year. All vouchers presented for 
payment within this time frame that are dated 12/31 should be 
reflected in the YTD voucher total the Treasurer reports to the 
Town on the Annual Treasurer’s Report. The Selectmen include 
them in their totals and for consistency, the Treasurer should as 
well. This year a sum of $9,425.49 was paid in 2010 for 2009 
expenses. This total is included with the Selectmen’s YTD 
vouchers, but not included in the Treasurer’s totals for 2009. We 
carried this as a reconciling item. 


All of the Town’s accounts balanced to the Treasurer with the 
exception of the Selectmen’s YTD voucher total. In our opinion,

ORANGE HISTORICAL COMMISSION REPORT 


By January of 2009, many citizens of Orange had visited the 
Red Roof Gallery to view and celebrate Gary Hamel’s exhibition, 
“Documents”. Gary had created a collection of panels that 
depicted a stunning visual history of the town from its founding at 
the base of Mount Cardigan in 1790 to today. He documented the 
history of our community with wide-ranging ephemera copied 
from the town’s historical records, birth and death announcements, 
newspaper clippings, old photographs, agricultural reports, 
gravestone rubbings, all of them layered on twenty-three 20” X 
32” canvases with quotes from long-deceased residents and rich 
paintings of animals important in Orange’s history, particularly 
sheep and wolves. 


It became apparent that there was strong support to 
preserve the entire collection and purchase this remarkable 
pictorial and documented history of our community and our 
mountain for present and future generations to study and enjoy. 
On March 24, 2009, over 30 people met at the Town House to 
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reactivate the Orange Historical Commission, and to make plans 
for the fund-raising campaign. Jeri Daniell, professor of history 
emeritus at Dartmouth College, joined us and shared his thoughts 
about the collection. He stated, “I know of no body of work that 
combines the written and the visual so well. It is history 
extraordinarily told.” His statement energized our group and made 
everyone aware of the treasure we were about to acquire and 
preserve. Letters needed to be drafted, brochures printed, grants 
written, and mailings organized. 


On March 31, the Commission mailed over 250 letters to 
all residents, non-resident property owners, former residents and 
friends of Orange requesting their financial support to raise the 
$7,500.00. Because the challenge seemed so high at the time, it 
was decided to apply for a $5,000.00 grant from the Mascoma 
Savings Bank Foundation. In June, we were notified that the grant 
had not been approved. However, by May 1, we had surpassed our 
goal with the very successful fund-raising campaign. Many 
generous benefactors had given large and small donations to 
support the project. Panels were donated in honor of and in 
memory of special people in their lives. 


On June 30, the Commission met to plan for the Exhibition 
Opening and Celebration scheduled for Sunday, September 27 
from 2 to 4 P.M. Anita Warren shared her excitement about her 
article on our project which would appear in the October issue of 
New Hampshire Magazine. During the summer, Dave Johnson, 
who designed the casework to display the panels, devoted 
countless hours to constructing the very functional and attractive 
casework. In September, invitations were mailed to all residents, 
donors, former residents and friends throughout the area. 


Sunday, September 27 was a proud and glorious day for 


Orange with the Town House filled by over 150 persons, with 
standing room only. Jeri Daniell and Gary Hamel shared the 
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honors with speeches and cider toasts. Memories were shared, 
stories swapped, and delicious food enjoyed by all. 


At the end of 2009, we had raised $10,038.00 and 
expended $9,804.54, leaving a balance of $233.46. This project is 
ongoing, and Gary has continued to do research and gather 
memorabilia on the history of the people of Orange. He plans to 
create more panels for this remarkable collection. The Orange 
Historical Commission is very thankful to everyone who helped 
with this project to preserve our town’s heritage. If you would like 
to contribute financially or share your memorabilia for this project, 
please contact Sharon Proulx or Gary Hamel.

ORANGE CONSERVATION COMMISSION REPORT 


This year the Orange Conservation Commission has obtained 3 
maps for the Town of Orange which include a Natural Resources 
map, an aerial photograph of the Town and an Orange focused map 
of the “Quabbin to Cardigan” proposed green way. The natural 
resources map is framed and is in the Orange Town House lobby 
for all to view. The Forest Society of Concord, New Hampshire 
has been working for years to establish a conserved green way. 
That extends from the Quabbin Reservoir in Massachusetts to our 
Mount Cardigan State Park. 

This year Norco Corporation will generously donate 266 acres 
(Map 4, Lot 15) abutting Mount Cardigan State Park. To the New 
Hampshire Division of Forests and Lands. This gift supports both 
the Forest Society’s goal as well as our park system. 

The survival of our state parks was in question in 2009. Both a 
Planning Board member and an OCC member attended the hearing 
in Peterboro, New Hampshire to urge permanent preservation of 
the state parks. 

This spring we will be obtaining saplings, free of charge, from 
the State of New Hampshire for replanting the logged portions of 
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Mount Cardigan State Park. Volunteers will be needed! Please 
contact Dave Stacy for further details. 

Our OCC minutes are posted on the NH Association of 
Conservation Commissions web site (www.nhacc.org) along with 
some maps of Orange. The website also shows cases of other 
conservation commissions in the State, hi-lighting their activities 
and accomplishments.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 

2009 has been a year of adjustment and education. Since March, 
we have worked hard to develop the type of decorum that is 
necessary in meetings, to process the business of the town, 
efficiently and civilly. 

With the diligent and indispensable help of Pat White, and 
Charlie Sova as back-up, we were able to get the pick ups done, 
the tax bills out, and be one of the few towns in the State of New 
Hampshire, to have all of the required paperwork submitted on 
time and without error. 

We voted to start our meetings at 6 pm., and end at 8pm., unless 
a quorum vote continues an issue. Written request to be heard, at 
the discretion of the chair, is now a part of the format, as will be 
the excusing from the room, anyone who is discourteous, 
disorderly or disrespectful. The selectmen’s meeting is not a venue 
to posture politically, character assassinate or to berate the civil 
servants of the town, .rather, it is a time to transact the business of 
the town. This includes, but is not limited to, paying bills, issuing 
building, pistol and other permits, and any agenda items. 

This year Frank Giner resigned, as road agent, and Linda Giner 
resigned, as treasurer. Fortunately, George White agreed to fill in, 
and has done his usual WONDERFUL job! Charlie Sova was 
gracious enough to take the job of treasurer, and of course, ended 
the year-balanced. Our appreciation goes out to them in HUGE 
measure! Due to the previous length of meetings and preparation 
of minutes, (often as much as four hours x 2) Pat White has been 
given recordings of the meetings, to transcribe the minutes from. 
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The remainder of the year has run smoothly, we have worked 
hard at being a team, and we are making some progress. We hired 
Dave Stacy to install our new steps. They are beautiful gray 
granite. He is now designing a roof for snow diversion. 

Scott Sanborn is perambulating the Grafton/Orange line. We had 
a report that the sign had been moved. 

We sent letters of invitation to bid on the up-coming town-wide 
assessment to a list of potential assessors. Responses are due back 
on March 1,2010. A decision will be made on March 8. 

The town is purchasing software from Avitar, to upgrade our 
assessing efficiency, and will add to that the tax collector’s 
software. We are also adding the treasurer’s program to enable the 
checks to be issued electronically. A price for this will be 
forthcoming, from Avitar. 

We ended the year with all bills in, so we start the new budget 
with no holdovers. We are working hard to have monthly 
submissions from everyone! 

There have been a few medical issues this year, among us, but now 
the” ship seems to be righted”’, all is well and we will “sally fourth!

ARTICLE 4: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $211,274.29 for Town expenses as called 
for by the budget, submitted by the Budget Committee, and pass 
any vote in relation thereto. 

Moved by Scott Sanborn seconded by Bob Proulx 

Discussion: Pat Mercer made a motion to amend the article to 
read: “To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $230,892.81 for Town expenses as called for by the 
budget, submitted by the Budget Committee, and pass any vote 
in relation there to:. Seconded by Donald McFarlane 

Pat explained that the Town had not received a bill for the past two 
years from the Town of Canaan for fire protection. Charlie Sova 
requested a bill from Canaan Fire and received the bill for this 
year, Canaan said their books were closed so nothing was due for 
past years. After the public hearing on the budget the Selectmen 
received an additional bill for $19,618.82 with a note stating this 
was due for the past 2 years. Pat asked the Town how they felt 
about payment? 

Sharon Proulx stated that she felt it should be paid but not all at 
once it should be budgeted over 4 years. 
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Bob Proulx said that the Budget Committee is upset he felt the 
Selectmen should have called and asked for a bill in past years. 
This year the Selectmen wanted to budget $33,000 for fire services 
due to the fact that the Town had not paid the last two years .After 
Charlie called, the budget was adjusted for what Canaan said they 
needed. Bob feels that the Town owes it we should pay it now.. 
Jim Collins asked where the money went that was budgeted for 
this. Charlie Sova explained that money may be moved around 
within the budget and it probably was used to cover overages in 
other departments. 

Donald McFarlane said it should be paid but a letter informing 
Canaan that a yearly bill is needed. 

Jeanne Minasian asked if the money is in the General Fund why 
don’t we just pay it? Charlie explained that any money spent must 
be appropriated at Town Meeting yearly. 

Beth Dif rancesco said she wants to pay the bill but feels that we 
should appropriate it from “free cash” Charlie said that we don’t 
know how much “free cash” we have from day to day. The figure 
that is in the Town Report is the figure that was there at the end of 
the year. After bills are paid etc. the cash account changes daily 
Dorothy Heinrichs said that the Town is lucky that Canaan agreed 
to cover us if we had to provide our own fire department it would 
cost much more. 

Barbara Smith said that fire insurance would be sky high for us if 
we did not settle this.. 

Don Pfaefflin said that he is a volunteer fire man and he knows 
that the department needs the money now. Canaan put off fixing a 
broken fire truck because of lack of funding. 

Bob Proulx asked if he address the Police budget. It has been a 
constant problem to get bills from Andy Ware, Police Chief, as a 
result when the books are closed the Town has not received his 
final bill for the year. Every year we are behind on the police 
budget because we need to use some of the money to pay for the 
year before. The last two years he has spent $5,000 more than has 
been budgeted. He wants the Select Board to meet the first week in 
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January to get all the bills paid before January 10", final day to 
close books. 

Pat Mercer said that the Board did pay bills that they received 
daily before January 10". The police and contractor bills arrived 
after January 10 and has to be included in this years payments. 
Dan Thompson said that if we decided to get rid of Andy the State 
Police will cover us. 

Bob Proulx suggested that the Town take the appropriation and 
pay Andy monthly when the money runs out he is done for the 
month. 

Dorothy Heinrichs feels that is not good if you need the police it 
should not depend on the availability of money. If you need him 
you should feel sure he will come. 

Barbara Smith moved the question 

Vote to move the question DEFEATED 

Jeanne Minasian said that you have your head in the sand if you 
think that Orange has no crime. Reality is that all cost go up 
“direct the Selectmen to do what you want them to do, not what 
you don’t want them to do”. 

Dorothy Heinrichs feels if we raise the appropriation it would 
solve the overage problem. 

Bob Proulx said that he is glad the Town had this discussion and it 
is apparent that the Town feels Andy is doing a good job and is 
willing to deal with the billing problem. 

Donald McFarlane said he has been very pleased with Andy’s 
work. 

Bob Ells said 2 or 3 years ago he served on a committee to 
compare using Canaan or keep our own part time Chief. The 
committee discovered that we had a good deal with Andy. 

Henry Minasian said that if Andy is doing a good job and for the 
most part people are pleased with him we need to adjust the 
budget. 

Vote to accept the amendment as written PASSES 

Vote the amended article PASSED 
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ARTICLE 5: To see if the Town of Orange will vote to pay for 
State Mandated education for elected officials of the town; to 
include Town Clerk, Moderator, Supervisors of the Checklist and 
any other department heads required to access the NH State 
computer banks to function at their job.

Discussion, Donald McFarlane asked where the remainder of the 
FEMA money went 

Bill Fulton said that the FEMA money was spent all over the 
town. Frank Giner spent $31,000 $93,000 was spent on snow 
removal 

Charlie Sova recommends that the Town keep a separate 
accounting for any FEMA money received and spent on the spread 
sheet in the future 

Donald McFarlane thinks that it should be a line item in the Town 
Report. 

Don Pfaefflin recommended that the money in the Police line item 
be brought in line in the budget next year. 
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Don McFarlane decided not to bring article 4 up for 
reconsideration as there will not be enough money left in the 10% 
increase number allowed to increase the police budget this year 
due to the increase in the Fire Department line item. 

Robert Proulx read a letter: 

“ As many of you know, an effort is underway to organize a 
fund-raising drive to purchase Gary Hamel’s 24 panels that 
document the history of Orange and Mount Cardigan. 

This is a unique opportunity to acquire and preserve a 
remarkable pictorial and documented history of our community 
and our mountain for present and future generations to study and 
enjoy. 

The first organizational meeting for interested citizens will be 
held on Tuesday, March 24 at 7:00 P.M. here at the Town House. 
Everyone is cordially invited to attend and help plan the fund- 
raising drive. 

Already, some activities are underway: 

Dorothy Heinrichs and Jim Collins are in the process of finalizing 
a grant application to the Mascoma Savings Bank Foundation. 

Rosemary Haness is designing a brochure to be included with 
the fund-raising appeal letter that will be mailed to all residents in 
Orange, to all non-resident Orange taxpayers, and to many other 
residents throughout the Mascoma Valley and Upper Valley who 
have had and continue to have connections to Orange. 

Please join us on Tuesday, March 24 to share your ideas with 
everyone.” 

Dan Thompson wanted to thank Charlie Sova for all the years of 
great service he has given the Town. Dan Hazelton also 
expressed his gratitude. Charlie was presented with an original 
painting done by Oranges’ local artist Gary Hamel. Charlie 
received a standing ovation from the audience. 

Gary Hamel presented a lovely painting done by Barbara 
McAllister, from Canaan. Barbara donated this painting of 
Cardigan Mountain to the Towns’ art collection. The donation is 
greatly appreciated by the Town. 
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Jeanne Minasian spoke of her time as the Town representative on 
the Mascoma Valley School Budget Committee this past year. She 
went to almost all the School Committee meetings and the Town 
hosted to School Committee here last October. Jeanne is very 
proud that the school budget passed here in Orange, even though it 
did not pass overall. By attending the meetings she has learned so 
much regarding what goes into the making of a school budget. 
When anyone had a question at the meeting about the law all 
would turn to Charlie Sova to be sure it was legal. She reminded 
us that the school has the right to move the money appropriated 
around where they feel it would be of the best use. She was 
disappointed that the money requested to go into the Special 
Education Fund was defeated. This money was not part of the 
appropriation, it would only be put into the fund if it was left over 
at the end of the year. Jeanne reminded us that all the school needs 
is to have one special needs child to move into the district to wipe 
out that budget. We need to keep that in mind and try to build up 
that fund if possible. If there is not enough money in the fund we 
are still obligated to educate that child. This article will come back 
next year please pass on this information so people will understand 
that this is an insurance policy for the Town .
